Today is the first anniver$ary of the introduction of H. Res. 
204 which, if approved by phe U. S. House of Representatives, 
would establish in the Houfee a select comnittee of seven mem- 
bers for the purpose of studying the circumstances surround- 
ing the deaths of President John F. Kennedy, U. S. Senator 
Robert F. Kennedy, and Dr. Martin Luther King, and the at- 
tempted assassination of G<j>vernor George Wallace. 

I thought this would be an appropriate time, to let you know 
the status of the resolution. It is still pending in the 
House Rules Committee to which it was referred upon intro- 
duction. However, I have ijecently t4lked with the Chairman 
of House Rules, the Honorable Ray Madden, Democrat of Indiana, 
and I am hopeful that he will find it possible some time soon 
to consider the resolution and approve it for action on the 
House floor. There is still some resistance to consideration 
of the resolution and establishment of the select committee, 
so it is important that you continue to urge support of this 
proposal among Members of the House.
